Soil  and  climatic 
conditions  work  changes  in  colors  of  many  roses 
which  no  one  can  explain.  Frau  Karl  Druschki, 
purest  white  rose,  will  sometimes  come  light  pink. 
Jeannette  Heller  will  appear  almost  pure  yellow,  then 
again  almost  white,  again  deep  pink;  flowers  will  be 
lacking  in  petalage — Nature  has  her  vagaries,  but 
fortunately  they  are  always  beautiful.  Soil  condi- 
tions, wet  or  dry  growing  seasons,  late  frosts,  im- 
proper care,  lack  of  water,  too  much  water,  an  un- 
favorable location — a dozen  causes  may  be  respon- 
sible for  failures  that  do  occur  over  which  we  have 
no  control,  hence  we  desire  to  make  plain  our  re- 
sponsibility and  the  terms  under  which  our  goods 
are  sold.

Hyacinths

flowers,  its  exquisite  coloring  and  rich  fragrance.

Note. — The  difference  between  Single  and  Double 
Hyacinths  is  solely  in  the  individual  flowers  of  the 
spikes.  Otherwise,  the  habits  of  the  two  kinds  are 
the  same. 

Culture  of  Hyacinths 

Outdoors. — Follow  the  same  general  directions 
as  for  Tulips,  but  plant  the  bulbs  any  time  in  the 
fall  before  the  ground  freezes,  covering  them  with 
4 inches  of  soil  and  setting  them  6 to  7 inches  apart. 
A.n  inch  of  sand  under  each  bulb  will  be  of  great 
benefit. 

Indoors. — Only  the  best  named  varieties  should 
be  used,  potting  the  bulbs  singly  in  5-  or  6-inch 
pots,  or  three  bulbs  in  a 7-inch  pot.  Mix  the  soil 
with  sand  and  set  the  bulb  so  that  one-third  of  it  is 
above  the  surface.  Treat  the  same  as  noted  for 
Tulips,  and  give  them  weak  manure-water  when  the 
flower-spikes  appear. 

In  Glasses. — Use  only  the  best  single  varieties, 
setting  the  bulb  so  that  it  just  touches  the  water. 
Use  rain-water  and  add  a little  charcoal  to  it.  Set 
sway  in  a cool,  dark  cellar  until  the  glass  is  full  of 
roots,  then  bring  to  the  light  and  heat.  Change  the 
(vater  every  three  or  four  days.

Heller’s  Early-Blooming  Crocus 


Since  the  poet  sang  “A  soft  breeze  kissed  the 
expectant  morn,  a bluebird  sang  a witching  strain,  a 
crocus  bloomed  and  Spring  was  born,’’  this  charming 
little  flower  has  been  noted  as  the  first  of  the  Spring- 
time. The  attractive  flowers  mark  the  coming  of 
Spring  and,  with  their  beautiful  shades,  tone  the 
deepening  green  of  the  lawn.  It  is  entirely  hardy; 
left  undisturbed,  will  continue  to  bloom  each  year. 

The  best  results  with  Crocus  are  obtained  when 
they  are  given  a rich,  dry  soil  and  sunny  location. 
The  bulbs  should  be  planted  about  three  inches 
deep,  2%  inches  apart;  set  singly  or  massed  in  beds. 
A favorite  plan  is  to  raise  the  soil  with  a spade  or 
trowel  to  the  depth  of  three  inches,  place  the  bulb 
beneath  the  sod  and  press  back  into  place.  Crocuses 
are  also  great  favorites  for 
house  culture,  giving  very  sat- 
isfactory results.  For  blooming 
indoors  the  pots  or  pans  in 
which  they  are  planted  should 
be  plunged  outdoors  until  a 
hard  freeze  or  so.  The  bulbs 
we  offer  are  im- 
proved strains  of 
the  leading  varie- 
ties, and  are  su-
